The Coroner said that he would bring the 
situation before the County Council, and had 
no doubt that they would be able to do 
something towards remedying it.

CHICAGO WHEAT SUSPENSION.

Chieago Board of Trade may not actually 
be closed for two months, or at all, provided 
the Farmers’ National Grain Corporation is 
permitted to have membership in the Board's 
clearing-house, The threat is the most drastic 
ever taken by the Grain Futures Commission. 
The Commission is composed of the Secre- 
taries for Agriculture and Commerce and the 
Attorney-General.

Alexander Bain. 


A correspondent writes: Apropos of 
your mention of Mrs, Aylmer Maude as 
the recipient of a civil list pension of 
£100 per annum, another name occurs “n 
the list that must be almost more familiar 
to many Irish readers ‘The widow of the 
late Alexander Bain receives also a pen 
sion of £100 per annum. Bain has 
probably passed out of the recollection | 
of many of the present generation, | 
since he is now dead more than 
a quarter of a century, but his 
name was familiar to numerous 
students during the later years of the 
nineteenth century as a writer on philo- 
sophical subjects, especially in mental 
and moral science. He produced several 
treatises connected with his scientific 
teaching, but perhaps his best known 
works were his ‘‘ Higher’ English 
Grammar ” and his “ Logic,’’ in twa 
arts, deductive and inductive. Professor 
Bain was twice married, but left no 
children by either marriage. He was the 
son of an Aberdeen weaver, and was born 
in 1818. Professor Bain’s compositmns 
lack the charm and popularity that dis. 
tinguish Mill’s writing. He has left a 
methodical account of his. career in his 
* Autobiography.’ which carries the 
reader down to nearlv the closing years 
of his long life of eighty-five years.

Visitors to the Horse Show this year will 
be interested—if they are  horticulturaliy 
minded—in the flower beds and rock gardens 
at the Bailsbridge grounds.

ROME, Monday. 


One of the romances of horse racing has 
ust come to a close with the death of John 
ook, the last surviving son of the man who 
frst started the sv ha oí racéhorses in 
Italy. 
[t was. just seventy-seven years ago that 
Thomas Rook, « native of Newmarket and 
a pupil of T. Stephenson, came to Italy at 
the age of twenty to be the first jockey in the 
stables cf King Victor Emmanuel H., the 
first King of United ‘Ttaly. 

Rook soon estab‘ished a breeding stable at 
Barbaricina, a little hamlet, then consisting 
of a church and two houses, lying between 
Pisa and the Royal villa at Sa” Rossore. 

This was the begirning of the breeding of 
racehorses in Italy, and from this stable came 
most of the best known winners aid stallions 
of Italy to-day. To King Victor Emmanue., 
as well as to all his friends and stable hands, 
Rook was always ‘‘ Papa Rook,’’ and when 
the King died Rook mourned him as a 
brother. 

The new King, Humbert L, raised Rook 
to the dignity of trainer to the Royal stables. 
and sent his own mare, Africana, to the 
Barbaricina stud. 

By this time Rook had married and had 
four sons. One of these died young, and the 
other three married Italian girls and settled 
‘down in Barbaricina. So the viilage, which 
to-day has three thousand inhabitants, was 
born of mixed English and Italian parentage. 
English can be heard in the main street of 
Barbaricina as often as Italian. 

The stab'es now contain about seven | 
hundred horses, the care of which provides 
the main economic support of the village 

John Rook, the last son to survive, con- 
tinued to direct the Barbaricina stables to 
the last. He was a Cavaliere of the Crown

The 
accounts were for inn matters as the repay- 
ment of loans, income tax, contractors’ pay- 
ments, solicitors’ fees, etc., totalling upwards 
of £5, Meantime the Board of Works 
have been demanding from. the Council, pur- 
snant to their guarantee, repayment of the 
Harbour Loan and interest, amounting tc 
£2,500, as the Harbour Board has failed to 
maintain its annua] payments. Towards this 
end they have been deducting grants in aid, 
which have thrown a burden for last year of 
fully £300 on the rates, while they have also 
refused to give their consent to the loan for 
the new houses which are actually in course 
of erection, and for which the contractor is 
pressing the Council for payment of his first 
and second instalments. 

The Council have been negotiating with 
the several Departments to get over those 
various financial difficulties by way of loan, 
overdraft or other means, and explaining the 
Council's position due to outside circum- 
stances, and a fairly substantial increase of 
rates has been made this year to help towards 
liquidation.

The New Tariffs. 

The Emergency (Imposition of Duties) 
Act has produced its first brood of tariffs. 
They are fewer, perhaps, than public fear 
had expected; but they are only a 
beginning, and the Free State Government 
has unlimited+ power io increase alike 
their number and their severity. In 
theory these new duties—which we set 
forth and analyse on another page—are 


inot directed exclusively against Great 


Britain. Their declared purpose is to 
promote an independent and self-sufficing 
economy within the Free State’s borders— 
for instance, in the production of bacon 
and cheese—and the principle of imperial 
preference for British. goods is not 
abolished. In fact, however, the duties 
will strike a sharp blow at English and 
Northern Irish trade with the Free State. 
At present the main bulk of the wares 
which are subject to the new taxes is 
imported from Great Britain—coal, iron 
and steel, cement and electrical apparatus. 
The duty of five shillings a ton on coal 
(if it stays at five shillings) may not kill 
British imports; but it will encourage 
competition by inferior coal from the 
Continent, and, of course, it will be passed 
to the Free State consumer. One result, 
indeed, is certain from the economic 
warfare which begins formally to-day. 
Neither Great Britain nor Ireland wil! 
gain anything by it. Both will suffer 
loss, and the heavier and more lasting loss 
must fall upon the Free State. No pro- 
tective measures contrived by her Govern- 
ment can compensate her for the paralysis 
of her staple industry. Her shipping will 
lie idle in her ports; her farmers may 
receive their coup de grdce; her dockers, 
railwaymen and land-workers will swell 
the hopeless army of the unemployed. 
Moreover, President de Valera’s first list 
of tariffs is a grim notice of the mounting 
cost of living which must aggravate the 
general distress. 

In the meanwhile the Free State is 
losing a hundred opportunities of 
wealth. If she were on good terms 
with England to-day, she might expect 
large benefits from the new British duty 
of £1 a ton on foreign potatoes. This 
conflict, which Britain deplores and at 


citizens fear and hate, is nothing less than 
an international tragedy. Patriotism and 
common-sense demand thet it shail be 
settled, and—unless the Free State 
Government is waging it with some 
ulterior and inflexible purpose—who 
doubts that it can be settled without 
delay? The only question at issue is the 
character of a court of arbitration. Surely 
that problem is not beyond the wit of 


are confronting other difficulties with tact 
and skill. At this grave moment every 
high and responsible influence ought to 
proclaim the cause of peace. To-day we 
print Cardinal MacKory’s last contribu- 
tion to his theological controversy with 
Archbishop Gregg.

'reover, discontent and dis- 
tress are forcing the people to criticise 
standards which they had accepted 
with complacency—to perceive that, in 
essence, their own canons of prosperity 
and of ill are no different from those of 
any other country. Senator Borah has 
cast his seed upon a soil which, if not 
ready for the sowing, is being brought into 
trim with increasing rapidity. The ques- 
tion now is whether America will have 
appreciated the lesson sufficiently to put 
it into practice after the election of 
November. 

The significance of Senator Borah’s plea 
lies largely in the fact that he was once 
the foremost champion of American de- 
tachment from the problem of Europe’s 
finances. Now he pays a high tribute to the 
spirit of good-will which has resulted fróm 
the Lausanne agreement. Lausanne, he 
declared, is ‘‘the most important step 
taken since the War, looking towards the 
restoration of confidence in business and 
political affairs.” With that agreement 
Europe made a definite advance towards 
the settlement of one of her major dif- 
ferences—proving thereby not only her 
good faith,. but her confidence in the 
future. One of. the standard: American 
arguments against relaxation of the War 
debt bond—that the nations of Europe 
offered no hope of mutual co-operation for 
their common revival—was proved false ; 
and the effect on America of such know- 
ledge must be intense. Senator Borah has 
urged his country to attend the World 
Economic Conference for discussion of 
every hampering problem which has arisen 
since the War. American co-operation, 
indeed, would be invaluable, and we hope 
that the chance of it has not been annihi- 
lated by Europe’s decision to hold the 
“Conference under the auspices of Geneva. 
The United. States, not without reason, 
has little faith in the League’s efforts, 
and the success of Lausanne—which had 
nothing to do with the League—lends 
point to her desire for a conference in 


London. 


Italy’s Navy. 


Since the War Italy's progress in 
engineering and technica] development has 
achieved truly remarkable proportions. 
Her motor cars are successful 
challengers upon the raeing tracks of 
Europe ; her seaplanes were Britain’s most 
serious opponents in the last struggle for 
the Schneider Trophy.. Now the Italian 
Navy is about to undertake its most im- 
portant manceuvres since the Armistice. 
Italy’s naval staff—both in construction 
and training—has concentrated mainly 
upon the safeguarding of her vital sea 
routes; weight of metal in attack or de- 
fence has been only a secondary considera- 
tion., Accordingly the scheme of the 
exercises is the maintenance of communi- 
cations with her North African. Colonies 
and the»protection of vital points upon the 
coast lines concerned. To 
object Italy relies upon speed and flexi- 
bility, amd the evidence furnished by. the 
exercises Will be of the first value not only 
to herself, but to the naval staffs of other 
nations. More than a hundred. surface 
ships of various kinds will be employed, 
and thirty submarines amd twenty-three 
air squadrons will take part. The British 
Admiralty, no doubt, will be. repre- 
sented ‘at thé maticuvres; for no 
country is more interested in the maintain- 
ing of sea routes than Britain. In other 
days the Army was the hidebound 
organisation, and the Navy proudly 
extolled that departure from precedent 
which it dubbed the “ Nelson touch.”’ 
Lately, however, indications have suggested 
that. the positions may have become 
reversed. In another war the British 
Navy: may not be able to count upon 
numerical superiority, and so must be 
more careful of its technique.

Speed Limits. 


A decision of the Leitrim County 
Council to impose a speed limit of ten 
miles an hour in all towns raises an 
‘important point for motorists in regard 
to the Road Traffic Act, 1931, which came 
into operation yesterday.

R. R. MULCAHY, T.D., who was the 
M rincipal er at a meeting oí the 
blin City Executive of Cumann na 
nGaedheal at Parnell square last might, 
said :—Even in times of the most favourable 
world conditions the business oí this country 
cannot, satisíactorily be carried on while the 
answers to im t political and economic 
guestions are ure. Ín 1921 Mr. de Valera, 
both by direct action on his part and by an 
attempt to obscure the issues endeavoured 
to prevent the Irish people deciding their cwn 
political destinies by the principle of majority 
rule. To-day he is eavouring to preven: 
the people similarly deciding their economi 
destiny. He is pursuing an economic policy 
entirely opposite to that for which he was 
given any nmiandate from the people, and he 
is again endeavouring to obscure the issue. 
Both he and his Ministers have within the 
last few weeks msistently refused to give 
either information or explanation in the Dail 
or Senate as to the economic or political 
policy that is being pursued by them. It is 
now announced that they propose to “' open 
a campaign ” in the country this week. 
Jingoism is, if possible, to be stirred up and 
reason stifled. | 
In 1921 Mr. de Valera declared himself to 
be no doctrinaire republican. Nevertheless, 
between this country and a satisfactory de- 
velopment of its economic and politica] rela- 
tions with Great Britain he interposed an 
obscure republicanism, with a demand for a 
formal declaration by Britain that, if he 
desired it, he could have it. ‘He now throws 
an almost exactly similar obstacle between 
our people and a satisfactory settlement by 
arbitration of matters which he has made 
matters of dispute between the two countries. 


CLEAR ANSWERS NEEDED. 


As President in the Dail, and to-day as 
journalist, he savs that “ he does. not say 
that, in fact, he might not afterwards accept” 
a Dominion eitizen as chairman of an arbitra- 
tion body,, but he demands beforehand a 
formal statement from the British to the 
effect that if he wants a chairman from 
Mexico or any other country he can have it. 
This is simply trifling with vital interests 
of our people at a time when the very exist- 
ence of many countries is threatened by 
general world economic conditions. If he 
really intends to help this country to carry 
on its business, and sincerely seeks the help 
of the people in the country towards this 
end, it is essential that we should have clear 
answers of some very important questions. 

If he wants arbitration, why will he not 
continue discussions towards this end’? They 
should only be broken off on grounds that 
can be clearly communicated to the country, 
such as disagreement as to the actual 
personnel or as to the term of reference, so 
that the country may know up to what point 
agreement has been possible and in respect 
ot what exactly there is disagreemeut. 


AN INTERNATIONAL COURT, 


lf, as he tells us to-day, he wants the 
matter im dispute between himself and 
Britain ‘“‘ judicially and impartially heard 
and decided we should know what he 
means by this. If he means that he wants 
the financial disagreements existing between 
himself and Britain adjudicated on by an 
international court of law, then we cannot 
help him with our approval, because we do 
not think that such a court is the best 
machinery for settling the dispute with satis- 
faction for this country. 

If he is prepared as regards our relations 
with Great Britain and Northern Ireland to 
carry on the improvement of our economic 
position and the solution of our political and 
national problems on the basis of the Free 
State, the country should be told it. 
No responsible rty, mindful of Irish 
facts or. of t necessities of the 
lrisl¥ people, could suggest otherwise, and 
the opposition that Mr. de Valera would 
a ay to can help him along no other line. 

‘0 decline to give clear information on 
these ‘pomts to a people to whom he offers 
economic war as his only alternative is to 
stamp his policy as one of looking for 
economic war. in 1921, when he wanted to 
go back into a war situation, he was driven 
to consulting the military heads of the 
Volunteers, and only by Arthur Gniffith’s 
earnest pleading. When he was asked by 
these what the functions of the Volunteers 
would be in the mm situation created by 
the reopening of political hostilities with 
Bittain, he declined to make them any 
statement. 

To-day the people who will find themseives 
in the first-line trenches in his economic war 
will be the workers at our ports, our farmers, 
our shopkeepers, and general town workers 
and trade unionists. it is absolutely essential 
that each of these parties should know at 
once from Mr. ve Valera what part they are 
expected to play in his new war. 


MR. DE VALERA’S HOPES. 


There is no section of our people who con- 
sider that the economic future of their 
children can be made secure by the destruc- 
tion of their credit, the loss of their work.

66 A REMARKABLE fact about the 
new tarifis on bacon, hams and 
other pig products, as well as the prohibi- 
tion br cheese imports, is that they directly 
hit articles imported from Canada, where’

principal bacon importers in the Irish Free 
State. The new tariffs, even with In- 
perial preference, he said, were absolutely 
prohibitive. As against these, the 20 per 
cent. tariff impoosd by Great Britain had 
not interfered with the trade in this 
country. . Last week, he said, higher prices 
were. paid for pigs for shipment, after 
allowing for the tariff, than were offered 
for pigs in the fairs for the home trade. 
These tariffs will hit the working people 
most, because they cannot afford to spay 
the prices which must be charged for. head: 
and feet if the tariff is paid. The bulk 
of these imports come from Canada, which 
also supplies the bulk of the chee:e that 
is imported. 
‘Imported cheese,” added this trader, 
‘is going to be a luxury in future, because 
it can only be brought in under licence. 


ELECTRICAL FITTINGS. 


In the opinion of an extensive trader in 
Dublin in electrical fittings and apparatus 
the effect of the new 20 per cent. tariff will 
not be felt until the present Fam 
stocks are exhausted. In the case of one 
of the largest British firms these are 
sufficient to last for a month. If the tariff 
should continue into the winter months 
then the matter will become serious, 
because, in the opinion of the trader, no 
one will get work done and a lot of un- 
employment will result. 

It will, he believes, hit people most who 
intend to instal electric motors for in- 
dustrial purposes. His only hope was that 
the tariff war would not last long. 


IRON AND STEEL. 
The chief of-a leading engineering firm

A PROHIBITIVE TAX. 

The sugar tariff is:regarded as absolutely 
prohibitive for English produce, which is 
much more expensive. than the sugar 
manufactured in Czecho-Slovakia or Ger- 
many. Sugar from these countries is not 
unknown in thé Irish Free State, which. 
however, requires a special brand, and 
there is a possibility of trade in this 
direction increasing. The special quality 
 réquired in this country is not manu- 
factured in large quantities, so that 
another grade would have to be accepted 
for a time if the trade connection between 
this country and Czecho-Slovakia de- 
veloped. 

It: is understood that Czeeho-Slovakia 
would be ghd of this extended market 
because of the bad trade experienced last 
year.

HOW YOUNG MAN 
LOST HIS LIFE. 

CORONER AND AN OLD 
SUPERSTITION. | 


MEASS AE evidence was given at 
the inguest at Blarney yesterday on 
the body of James Burke (19), of Railway 
road, Charleville, who fell from the to 
of Blarney Castle on Sunday evening an 


i died soon afterwards. 


A party of three young men, including 
Burke, left Charleville by motor car for 
Fermoy, and then went to Blarney, where 
they ascended to the top of the Castle to 
kiss the Blarney Stone. 

They watched a man named McCoy kiss 
the stone. He caught hold of the bars 
facing the stone, lowered his legs through 
the aperture, resting them on a ledge which 
Was some distance down. When he had 
finished he pulled himself up, and then 
one of the: men asked the caretaker the 
proper method of kissing the stone. The 
caretaker told him that the right way was 
“to lie on the ground on your back, catch 
hold of the bars at each side of the 
aperture, get someone to hold your legs, 
and bend back and kiss the stone.’’ 

Patrick O'Donoghue followed this pro: 
cedure, and succeeded in kissing the stone 
without any trouble. 


BURKE’S FATAL EFFORT. 

Burke then proceeded to kiss the stone. 
He turned his back to the stone and 
attempted to kiss it while holdimg the 
bars, his legs being just on the place where 
people usually Jie when bending back to 
the stone. Burke told his friends not to 
hold his legs. : 

When bending back Burke s legs slipped 
off the stone above and swung into the 
aperture. His hands slipped off the bars 
and he fell through the aperture to the 
ground. 

Burke, it was stated, did not take in- 
toxicants. 


OFFICIAL’S EVIDENCE. 

James Harrington, one of the Castle 
officials, said that if he had seen MrCoy 
kiss the stone as described he would have 
prevented him from doing so. He turned 
his back after O'Donoghue had finished 
the. kissing operation, and still had his 
back turned when he heard a voice whicn 
he took to be McCoy’s shout: ‘* Do it like 
me.” He turned around and saw Burke 
hanging.on to the bars, his legs being ou 
the flags at the edge of the aperture. 

He ran towards Burke and shouted to 
him to stop, but before he could reach 
him his feet left the flag and his hands 
let go their grasp on the bars, with the 
result that he fell through the aperture. 

Medical evidence given by Dr. Long was 
that death was due to fracture of the base 
of the skull, the spinal column being 
fractured, 


CORONER’S SUGGESTION. 

Coroner Horgan said that the Blarney 
stone was a popular and famous super- 
stition, of which all. Cork ple were 
proud, and thousands visi the castle 
every year to kiss the stone. As far as 
he could remember, there was only one 
accident, happily not fatal, there. and it 
was abundantly clear that anyone kissing 
it in the proper manner ran no risk. 

The unfortunate boy’s action had 
evidently . been instigated by . Charles 
McCoy, who was morally responsible. for 
Burke’s death. : 

Some information, the Coroner added, 
as to the proper’ method of kissing the 
stone should be displayed at the castle, 
and the old protecting grille should be re- 
erected. : i 

A verdict that Burke died as the result 
of. a fractured skull sustained as the 
result of an accident was returned.

In a leading article The Times to-dav 
states:—In his speech in the House of 
Commons on July lith Mr. Chamberlain 
declared that really big economies could 
only be effected in the field of expenditure 
upon pensions, insurahce and grants to 
local authorities. A good deal depends 
upon what is méant by really big 
economies. - It has been the conventional 
defence of every Goveinment since the 
War that there may be huge expenditure, 
but that there is not waste. First, the

ARCHBISHOP GREGG 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “IRISH TIMES." 


Srzx,—In his letter published by you on the 
Oth inst., Dr, Gregg discusses my treatment 
of two of the various questions deajt with by 
me in my letter of June 18th. I have good 
reason to feel satisfied that he takes excep- 
tion to my treatment of only two. I take it, 
therefore, that he no longer questions the 
validity of my argument from St. Clement's 
Epistle to the Church of Corinth, that he 
abandons the Honorius bogy, that he is not 
now disposed to make play about Keenan‘s 
Catechism, that he deems it more prudent to 
be silent about the Protestant Rule of faith, 
and that he no longer questions the fact thet 
the holy Mass was offered in the early 
Church “ for the guick and for the dead.” 
All this affords ground for hope that 1t may 
be possible to induce him to be silent even 
on the quéstions that remain. 

The two points on which he now challenges 
my treatment are :—‘‘(a) The alleged belef 
in the part of Greek Catholicism at Chalcedon 
in the doctrine of a universal Papal a 
diction ; and (b) the teaching that St. 
was made the rock-foundation of the Church 
by Our Lord in St. Matthew XVI. 17.18.” 

In my letter of June 18th I undertook '' to 
prove briefly, but clearly,” that the Eastern 
Ohurch in 1054 repudiated doctrine that it 
had accepted—the doctrine of the Pope's 
Primacy, not only of honour, but of juris- 
diction—in the Council of Ephesus in 431, 
and in that of Chalcedon in 451; and I 
adopted the statement of Pére Batiffol that 
in 1054 Greek Catholicism did deny that 
which had previously formed part ‘of its 
belief, and which it had professed at the time 
of the Council of Chalcedon. But it is to be 
noted carefully—for this is indeed the whole 
point of the question now raised by Dr, 
Gregg—that neither Pére Bat:ffol nor I said 
that the Eastern Church had accepted it as 
an article of Catholic faith—in other words, 
as In ‘.Je Catholica. 

In support of my thesis I adduced evidence 
which 1 shall not weary the reader and my- 
self by adducing here again—evidence drawn 
from the claims made by the representatives 
of Popes Celestine and Leo, and received 
by the Fathers of Ephesus and Chalcedon 
without remonstrance or question; and in 
the case of Chalcedon evidence from the 
words of the Fathers of the Council them- 
selves. When the Council was over, they 
wrote to the Pope to thank him for having 
been for them ‘‘the interpreter of the voice 
of the Blessed Peter,’’ and for having '“' pro- 
cured for all the blessing of his faith.’’ They 
went on to add: ‘‘We were at Chalcedon 
about 520 bishops, whom thou didst guide 
as the head guides the members of the body.” 
They declared that Dioscurus, in attacking 
the Pope, “had attacked him to whom the 
Saviour had entrusted the guardianship of 
His Vine—we mean Thy Holiffess—and had 
striven to excommunicate him whose office it 
was to unite the body of the Church.” And 
yet we are assured by Dr, Gregg that ‘‘the 
Fathers at Chalcedon yielded. to the Head of 
the Western Church a very high authority 
and precedence among colleagues and equals, 
but not a supremacy over inferiors."" Let 
the readers of the J/rish Times judge for 
themselves whether the words have 
italicised imply merely precedonce among 
colleagues and equals. 

But nothing less than a dogmatic definition 


of the Primacy by Chalcedon, or some other | 


of the “ first Four Councils.’’ will now satisfy 
Dr, Gregg. Referring to me, he writes: “I 
will ask him what belief or article of Faith, 
formally defined by the Church and professed 
by the Orthodox with al! others at Chalcedon 
or before it, did they deny in 1054? I assert 
that, however long he studies the deliverances 
of the first Four Councils, he will find no such 
_ article of Faith.” This is very amusing. As 
if anybody ever asserted that any of the first 
Four Councils had issued a definition on the 
Primacy! As if I had ever written anything 
stating or implying such a thing! But Dr. 
Gregg imagines that I did, and this is why he 
now calls for early evidence of a formal defini- 
tion of the Primacy. Prescinding from the 
rare cases in which a doctrine may be 
sufficiently proposed to the belief of the faith- 
ful through the Church’s ordinary and 
universal megisterium (cp, Decr, Cone. Vat., 
cap. ILI.), I wrote in my letter of June 18th 
that a doctrine does not become an article of 
Catholic faith until it has been proposed to the 
belief of the faithful by a formai definition. 
But Dr. Gregg, knowing nothing apparently 
of a well-known theological distinction, rushes 
to the foolish conclusion that, according to 
me, no doctrine can become an article of faith 
of any kind until it has been formally defined. 
Let me explain. 

In order that a doctrine be binding on the 
faith of al] Catholics. or de fide Catholica, it 
must have been not only revealed by God, but 
also formally defined by the Church, unless 
in the rare cases to which I have above 
alluded. Every doctrine so defined must be 
accepted by every member of the Church, and 
accepted under pain of heresy. But a doctrine 
may be de fide theologica, or binding on the 
faith of all who are morally certain that it has 
been revealed by God, even though it has 
never been formally proposed by the Church 
for the belief of the faithful. Now, this dis- 
tinction, wel] known in all schools of theology, 
blows to atoms Dr. Gregg’s present argu- 
ment, and siiows the absurdity of demanding 
from me a formal definition of Chalcedon or 
elsewhere, before I can say that the Eastern 
Church denied in 1054 a doctrine or belief 
that it had previously accepted. If the 
Fathers of Chalcedon accepted the Primacy of 
the Pope as divinely revealed, then the 
Eastern Church rejected in 1054 a doctrine 
which it had previously accepted, and 
accepted as an article of theological faith. 

Did the Fathers of Chalcedon, then, han 
the Primacy of the Pope as divinely revealed ? 
In the first place, they were educated men, 
familiar with Holy Scripture, and well 
acquainted with the clear texts of SS. 
Matthew and John, in which the one records 
the promise of the Primacy to the first Pope, 
the other its bestowal upon him, In the next 
Fh they had before them the claim of Pope 

, whose Legates from the very opening of 
the Council were permitted to style the Bishop 
of Rome, “ The Head of all the Churches ”’; 
and, finally, they themselves, as we have seen, 
acknowledged ‘‘that the Saviour had en- 
trusted Pope Leo with the guardianship of His 
Vine,’ and that it was ' the Pope’s office to 
unite the body of the Church.” Is there, 
then, any room for reasonable doubt that the 
Primacy of the Pope, though not formally 
defined, was for the Fathers of Chalcedon an 
article of theological faith? Éis 

If space permitted, I might quote at length 
from Eastern Fathers in support of this con- 
clusion. Let me give one or two quotations. 
St, Ephraem (+373 , the greatest light of the 
Syrian Church, represents Our Lord as say- 
ing ; “ Simon, my disciple, 1 have made you 
the foundation of the Holy Church. I have 
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which He delivered to Peter and his 
suceessors."’ (“The Priesthood” L.2, Vol. 
I, p. 454). And again : '' When I say Peter, 
I name the unbreakable rock, the immovable 
foundation.” (' On Penance,’ Homil. 3, n. 
4. If Peter is the immovable foundation 
of the Church, which is to last for all days, 
evidently he is so through his successors. 

Dr. Gregg returns again to the notorious 
twenty-eighth Canon of Chalcedon, which has 
absolutely no theological weight, and which 
the Popes always refused to confirm. In 
his ‘letter of June 13th he asserted that the 
Canon. was confirmed by the (cumenical 
Council of 681. But Father Gannon, the 
distinguished Jesuit professor, called atten- 
tion in the Press to the vital fact that it 
was not the Sixth Gcumenical Council of 


| 681, but a Council held in 692, which was 


not wcumenical, that confirmed the Canon. 
And now Dr. Gregg, in his letter of July~ 
Oth, silently makes the correction as to the 
date of the confirming Council, but omits to 
make the infinitely more important correc- 
tion—namely, that the Council was not 
ecumenical, 

He attempts also to controvert my inter- 
pretation of the famous text of St. Matthew : 
“And I say to thee, that thou are Peter, 
and upon this reck I will build my Church”’ 
(Matt. XVI. 18). This in no way surprises 
me, as the text is an extremely awkward 
one for non-Catholics; but it does surprise 
me greatly that, imagining he has thrown 
some doubt upon the correctness of my in- 
terpretation, he p s to write as if he 
had disposed of all the New Testament evi- 
dence for St. Peter’s Primacy. He forgets 
not only the accumulated evidence outlined 
by me in my letter of June 18th, but the 
words of Our Lord to Peter in St. Luke 
XXII. 31, 32, and the famous passage in 
St. John XXI. 15-17, aecording to which 
the risen Lord made Peter the Supreme 
Shepherd of all His lambs and sheep—that 
Is, of His entire flock. As I pointed ont 
in my letter of June 18th, this Johannine 
passage proves that Our Lord conferred u 

eter a Primacy not merely of honour, but 
also of jurisdiction; for ‘“‘the shepherd did 
not merely lead his sheep to good pastures; 
he watched over them, he guarded them, he 
defended them, he controlled and directed 
them—in a word, he ruled them.” Hence 
the Vatican Council solemnly declared that 
“upon Peter alone Jesus after His resurrec- 
tion conferred the jurisdiction of Supreme 
Pastor and Ruler over His entire Fold, say- 
ing: “‘Feed my lambs Feed my 
sheep ” (Deer. Conc. Veat., Cap 1., De 
Apostol. Primatus in B, Petro sre a 

It would be amusing, therefore, if the 
matter were not so serious, to find a man in 
Dr. Gregg’s position imagining that he had 
disposed of the New Testament evidence for 
St. Peter’s Primacy, because he thinks he 
has raised doubt—for that is all he has even 
attempted—upon the correctness of my inter- 
pretation of the words in which the Primacy 
was promised, If the famous passage in 
St. Matthew xvi. had never been written, 
the evidence of the New Testament for St. 
Peter's Primacy would still be invincible. In 
face of the Johannine passage, which makes 
Peter the Supreme Shepherd of Christ's 


| entire flock, and which is one of the texts I 


quoted, it passes my comprehension how Dr. 
Gregg could dare to write in his letter of 
July 9th that I had merely repeated “ a series 
of quotations which demonstrate onal 
reward for personal achievement and a leader- 
ship among equala, but nothing more.” I 
have italicised the closing words in order 
that the readers of the Zrish Times may not 
fail to ask themselves whether the risen 
Lord’s great commission to Peter, “ Feed My 
lambs *" . . . ‘‘ Feed My sheep,” can be 
fairly or honestly taken to mean merely “a 
leadership among equals, but nothing more. ' 

Before FA Tr. to discuss the famous 
words in St. Matthew xvi, 18, Dr, Gregg 
makes some preliminary remarks, meant to 
create a prejudice against their genuineness 
and against the recognised Catholic inter- 
pretation of them. “I will begin, he writes, 
“by saying that it is strange that no 
reference to this key passage is to be found 
in the Petrine Gospel of St. Mark, which was, 
it is thonght, produced for, and perhaps 
amongst, the members of the Church of Rome. 
I will add further St. Paul's striking words 
in I. Cor, iii,, 11, ‘Other foundation can 
vo man lay than that which is laid, Jesus 
Christ,” and in I. Cor, xii., 28, ‘God hath 
set some in the Church, first Apostles, then 
Aris then teachers’: on the Roman 
1ypothesis St. Paul should have written, 
‘God hath set some in the Church, first 
Peter, then Apostles, then prophets, etc.’ ”’ 

Here he evidently desires to suggest what 
he is afraid to state-—namely, that the 
genuineness of the passage is suspect because 
no reference to the subject is found in the 
Gospel of St. Mark. But St. Bellarmine long 
ago replied that St. Mark, as much early 
evidence testifies, wrote under the influence 
of Bt. Peter, who caused to be suppressed, for 
the most part, in the second Gospel what was 
in his own praise, while authorising in it a 
most detailed account of his own denials -of 
the Lord. However that may be, I hope it 
has not come to this im the Anglican Church, 
and even among its archbishops, that because 
a discourse or incident is recorded in only one 
Gospel, or because some rationalist has tried 
to throw doubt upon it, it is, therefore, 
suspect. 

As to the text from I. Cor. iii., 11, it means 
that no other primary foundation ean be 
laid—no other foundation that could dispense 
with Christ and take His place. Fnetions in 
Corinth were attaching themselves to Paul or 
Apolles or Cephas and forgetting Christ, and 
St. Paul tells them that faith in Christ as the 
Head and Founder of the Church is funda- 
mental, The Apostle would contradict him- 
self if he meant here that no other foundation 
of any kind than Christ coald be laid; for he 
speaks elsewhere of the Ephesians as “ built 
upon the foundation of the Apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ Himself being the chief 
corner stone ”’ oy ii., 20). 
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ons: Syriac, © Arabic, " Persian, 
a Armenian, Coptic, and Ruthenian 
cr errone, De Locis Theol., 1., Sect. 2, 
a ia What Our Lord therefore said to 
p was: “Thou art Áepáa, and on this 
kepha 1 will build my Churca.”

use of the two forms, Petros and petra, 
in our Greek , of which Dr. 
Gregg seeks to make so much, is easily 
explained, and, indeed, was briefly explained 
by me in a note in my Pastoral (p. 15). Tho 
ordinary Greek word for a large rock, such 
as a rock-foundation, was petra, but it was 
against Greek usage to call a man by a name 
feminine in form. To meet the difficulty, the 
St. Matthew employed 
the masculine form Petros for Peter's name 
while retaining. in the next clause the usual 
feminine form petra; and the Latin version 
has followed the Greek, 

Dr. Gregg appeals to St. A 
ferring the petra in our text 
not to Peter. I reply that St. Augustine did 
on some occasions so interpret the text, but 
the saint left the reader fies 
tween that and the ordinary Catholic interpre- 
tation which refers the petra to Peter. More- 
over, St. Angustine was wholly ignorant of 
Greek and Aramaic, and is therefore a very 

r witness on such a point. Had he known 
hat Petros and petra were expressed in 
Aramaic by the same identical word, he 
would never have dreamed of referring the 
petra to Christ. Finally, St. Augustine never 
denied the Primacy of the Roman See or that 
Peter was the Church's rock-foundation, 

One of the brightest gems among Dr. 
Gregg’s arguments is contained in the passage 
of his letter, in which he confronts me with 
words occurring in the Creed of Pius [V.:— 

“I would remind him {the Cardinal) of 
the obligation under which Pope Pius IV. laid 
the Clergy of the Roman Catholic Charch: 
‘neither will I ever receive and interpret (the 
sacred Scriptures) unless according to the 
unanimous consent of the Fathers’ (cp. also 
Council of Trent, Session IV.), and I will ask 
him if this interpretation with which he seeks 
to overwhelm me is one which commanded 
this unanimous consent.” 

Unhappily for himself, Dr. Gregg has com- 
pletely misunderstood the sense of the words 
of Pins IV., and has put upon them a 
meaning so absurd that I am amazed any 
man in his position could be capable of such 
a blunder. He takes. Pius to mean that a 
Catholic interpreter is not. free to interpret 
and urge a text unless the Fathers are 
unanimous about its meaning. Needless to 
say, that is not. the sense; if it were, very 
few important texts could be interpreted by 
Catholics. But Pias TV. was not so foolish. 
What he meant and what he expressed is that 
(given a unanimous consent of the Fathers— 
of course there is question of a text bearing 
in faith or morals) it is not lawful for a 
Catholic interpreter to interpret the text 
except according to that unanimous consent. 
In other words, Pius taught that we must 
not interpret in a different sense if we have 
4 unanimous consent of the Fathers against 
us. Dr, Gregg takes him to mean that we 
cannot interpret and urge a text, unless we 
have the unanimous consent of the Fathers 
with us! The words of Pius IV. have, there- 
fore, no bearing whatever upon my interpreta- 
tion, and have been dragged in by Dr. Gregg 
merely because he misunderstood them. 

But, having misunderstood them, he pro- 
ceeds, with a view. to proving that I have 
no right to interpret the text or urge it against 
him, to show that the Fathers did interpret 
it in different. ways, quoting from the work

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able to check the qnotations, when it 
to me to try the well-known work on Dogmatic 
Theology, by Father Perrone; and there, 
sure enough. .I found in the Tracto de loc 
theol,, II, 911, the passages from which Dr. 

Here again he 
blunders badly—if indeed blunders be the 
proper word—for lie begins by quoting 
Perrone in invérted’ eommas as saying: ‘‘ We 
distribute the testimonies of the Fathers upon 
this text into seven classes,” As a matter of 
fact. Perrone distributes into seven classes the 
testimonies of the Fathers to the Primacy of 
Peter; and the ds “upon this text,” 
which Dr. Gregg indbrts. and which hide the 
truth and misrepresent the author’s purpose, 
are his own, not Perrone’s. According to 
Perrone, all the seven classes of Fathers 
acknowledge the Primacy 
arrive at this conclusion in different ways, and 
only two of the. classes. are immediately con- 
cerned with the text: ‘‘Thop art Peter,” ete. | 
Thus, “the fourth class is made up of those 
Fathers who interpret John XXI. (‘Feed my 
lambs; feed my. sheep ') of supreme authority 
conferred upon Peter over all the Apostles 
and over the whole Church.” 

Of the first of the seven classes Perrone 
writes:—‘ The first comprehends those 
Fathers who yp ye the words of Christ 
in Matt. XVI. directly of the person of Peter, 
and so understood them as.to recognise that 
pre-eminence. and authoritv over the other 
Apostles was conferred by Christ upon Peter: 
of these there are seventéen,”’ 

[‘‘ Prima complectitur eos patres qui verba 
Christi Matth. XVI. de Petri persona directe 
intellezerunt, et sta intellererunt ut Petro 
preeminentiam et auctoritatem supra reliquoe 
anostolos a Christa collatam agnoscant : tales 
porra aunt XVIJ,"’| That is to say. seventeen 
Fathers, according to Perrone, arrived at the 
doctrine of Peter’s Primacy, while under- 
standing the rock upon which Christ was to 
build His Charch directly of Peter’s person. 
But see how skilfully, but unfairly, Dr. Gregg 
renders the 0 so ás to signity, that 
only seventeen Fathers recognised Peter's 
Primaey: '“ The first comprehends those 
Fathers who understood the words of Christ 
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Aske sides with this small minority? ”’ 


Why, I would add, should Dr. Gregg ever 
find himself with a minority of Fathers in his 
favour, when he can so readily manufacture a 
majority by such methods as I have here 
exposed? Perrone distinctly says that the 
second class of Fathers held “ that Christ built 
His Church upon Peter confessing and preach- 
ing the true faith —supra Petrum con- 
fitentem ac pradicantem veram fidem; Dr. 
Gregg makes him say they held that Christ 
built His Church upon Himself! Am I not 
justified in saying that a more startling and 
audacious mis tation of an author on 
a grave question has never appeared’ It 
shows ove thing—to what straits our 
adversaries are driven in their efforts to get 
rid of the ancient evidence for Peter's 
Primacy. | 

I have now examined all Dr. Gregg’s argu- 
ments against the recognised Catholic inter- 

retation of the famous text: “ Thou art 

eter, and upon this rock I will build My 

urch,” etc., and I am confident every im- 

rtial reader will admit that I have utterly 
emolished them. The ised Catholic 
‘mterpretation, briefly set forth by me in my 
Pastoral, stands intact; Peter is the rock on 
which Christ promised to build His Church. 
I repeat, therefore, what I said in my letter 
of. June 18th: If St. Peter enjoyed a Primacy 
of jurisdiction, this means that the constitu- 
tion of the Church, as fixed by her Divine 
Founder, subjected her to one su e govern- 
ing authority. When or by w was that 
constitution changed’ The burden of proof 
lies on those who assert that such a change 
was effected. . , 

Finally, Dr. Gregg writes: “ Cardinal 
MacRory considers that Our Lord’s words 
concerning the Rock-foundation ‘ accord ill 
with the idea of a Church rent and torn 
asunder, as we are asked to believe Christ's 
Church has been for nearly 900 years.’ I 
agree with him, but the discord is a reflection 
not upon Christ or its Rock-foundation, but 
upon human wilfulness.’’ He then attempts 
to meet my po dpm that, if the Chureh were 
divided for ears, as he supposes, Christ's 
promises would have failed. The substanceof his 
réply is that, as a failure in visible holiness 
on the part of the Church’s members is not 
meonsistent with Christ's promises, so neither 
is a, failure in visible unity. “If it (the 
Chutah) can display failures in visible holi- 
ness and still be Christ’s Church, it can dis- 
play failures in visible unity and still be 
Christ's Church, That there should be a 
failure in visible unity is no more a proof 
that the Gates of Hell have prevailed against 
it (as the Cardinal suggests) than that there 
should be a failure in visible holiness.”’ 

I reply that Holy Scripture, not to speak 
of the constant tradition of the Church, makes 
a world of distinction between want of holli- 
ness in some of the Church's members and 
want of unity of faith, The New Testament 
makes it absolutely clear that there wonld 
always be sinners in the Church, as, for 
instance, in the parable of the cockle (Rev. 
Vers., “ tares "), where Our Lord declares 
that at the end of the world “ the 8on of 
Man shall send forth His angels, and they 
shall gather out of His Kingdom all scandals 
and them that work imiquity; and shall cast 
them into the furnace of fire ” {Matt., xiii., 
41, 42\, There were always, therefore, sure 
to be found in the Church those who would 
lack holiness. Not so, however, those lacking 
unity of faith. ‘‘ One Lord, one faith, . one 
Baplion " (Eph., iv., 5); “ but though we 
or an angel from Heaven preach a gospel to 
you besides that which we have “eg oem to 
you, let him be anathema’ (Gal., i., 8) 
‘some have made shipwreek concerning the 
faith, of whom is Hymenwus and Alexander, 
whom I have delivered up to Satan, that they 
1g learn not to blaspheme”” (I,  Tim., 

i. 
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20). Such’ is the teaching of St. Paul. 
And Our Lord Himself made it perfectly clear 
that’ unity of faith would be essential in His 


to preach the one definite body of doctrine 
that He had taught them, and declared that 
whosoever would refuse to believe it should 
be condemned. 

From all this it follows that there can 
be ‘but- one true Christian faith, but one 
true Christian Chureh. The Catholic Church 
and. the Protestant religious bodies, ap 5 
so much, as they do, in faith, not to apes 
of worship and government, cannot both be 
right. In other words, there cannot be a 
divided Church, such as Dr. Gregg defends. 
The only question is, which is right’? I 
reply, as I have pointed out more than once 
before, that the Protestant Church, of what- 
ever shade, cannot sibly be Christ’s 
Ohurch ; because Christ’s Church was to 
exist all days from His time to the end of 
the world : “‘ Behold I am with you all day 
even to the consummation of the world. 
(Matt, XXVIII. 20); whereas no Protestant 
Church, no religious body at all resembling 
any of the Protestant bodies in faith or wor- 
8 fp or government, was seen on the earth 
for 1 years. If it was, let somebody 

int out where it was to be found. Perhaps, 

idden in the Catholic Church, a Church 
within a Church? Bot Christ founded only 
one Church : “U this rock I will build my 
Chutch’’-~-not Churches. Perhaps, it was 
identical with the Catholic Church, until the 
latter. fell, as we are so often told, into 
corruption’? But the Catholic Church at all 
times had the Pope, and the holy Mass, and 
belief in Purgatory and prayers for the dead. 
No, the Protestant Church never was, never 
could be, identical with the Catholic Church. 
It is true the heretics of the sixteenth cen- 
tury had once to the Church; but 
they came out of it their heresy, exactly 
as did the Arians, Nestorians or Eutychians ; 
and outside it those who have followed them 
remain. I am: not surprised, therefore, that 
Dr. Gregg appears more anxious to discuss 
the position of the Eastern Churches than 
that of his own; for they, at any rate, re- 
tain most of the doctrines of the ancient

All this is, as the saying has it, very plain

R. R. J. P. MORTISHED, of the Inter-

BREAKDOWN OF GOVERNMENT. 


They were faced with a breakdown of 
organised government as well as organised 
production in a wide area of Europe, and they 
were bound to feel this reaction in Ireland 
some time. It was their duty as well as 
their interest to join in the efforts that were 
being made to grapple with the situation; 
it was both their interest as Irishmen a

The 
Council of the League ‘in May decided to 
put this resolution on the agenda of the 
Assembly for September The Council this 
month decided that a World Economic Con- 
ference should be convened, and would ask the 
Assembly to vote the necessary money. 


IRELAND SHOULD PLAY ITS PART 


“What I do want to urge,” said Mr. 
Mortished, ‘‘ is that our politicians and our 
Press, ou- business men and our trade union 
leaders, our priests and our parson”, and our 
public should cultivate a wide outlook, should 
try to keep themselves informed of what 
is happening abroad—not only at Westminster 
or at Ottawa, but even at Geneva—and should 
resolve that this « -ntry, small though it is, 
should play a part in world reconstruction 
appropriate to thy national interests, the 
national abilities and the religious missionary 
spirit of our people.” :
